Motorcyclist dies in hospital four days after accident

POPULAR Harlow teenager Liam 
Brown - who was airlifted to hos¬ 
pital after suffering a serious 
head injury in a road crash - has 
died. 

The 18-year-old, described by 
friends as “lovable and hard¬ 
working”, died at the Royal Lon¬ 
don Hospital four days after the 
accident. 

Police were called to First Aven¬ 
ue at about 4.10pm last Wednesday 
following a collision between his 
black Honda motorcycle and a 
black Mini Cooper. 

Liam, who was travelling home 
from work when the accident 
happened, died on Sunday morn¬ 
ing. 

Social media has been flooded 
with tributes to “a lovely young 
man” nicknamed “Biggie” who 
was “taken too soon”. 

Floral tributes have also been 
laid at the scene along with cards 
and other items. 

One tribute read: “Trying to 


find the right words but nothing 
seems to fit. 

“You really were one of the fun¬ 
niest, kindest, most big-hearted 
people we have ever had the pleas¬ 
ure of calling our friend.” 

Another read: “You are one of 
the funniest, kindest people I’ve 
ever met. I’m so lucky to have 
known you.” 

First Avenue was closed 
between Howard Way and Mistley 
Road until shortly after 9.10pm 
while forensic examinations took 
place and the scene was cleared. 

Funeral

Decision day 
for future 
of county’s 
fire service 

THE future of the fire service in 
Essex will be decided at a crucial 
meeting of the county’s fire 
authority next week. 

Members will choose one of 
three options to shape the role of 
the fire service after it was told 
its multi-million-pound grant 
from central Government, which 
amounts to about 20 per cent of 
its annual budget, will disappear 
in four years’ time. 

Their decision could result in 
more than a fifth of the county’s 
full-time firefighters losing their 
jobs. 

Earlier this year Essex County 
Fire and Rescue Service 
embarked on its biggest-ever 
consultation, to find out which of 
the three options had the most 
public support. 

Responded 

More than 17,000 people 
responded during the course of 
the 12-week exercise. 

An overwhelming majority 
favoured Option Two, which 
would result in savings of about 
£6.4million and leave Harlow 
virtually unaffected by the 
shake-up. However, the number 
of full-time firefighters would 
drop from 570 to 432, while that 
of on-call retained firefighters 
would rise from 437 to 456. 

The other two options would 
deliver savings of £8.6million 
and £10million, but would have a 
greater impact on Harlow. In 
both cases the crewing of the

A COMMUNITY champion who volun¬ 
teers for various charities has been 
named Harlow Council chairwoman for 
the forthcoming year.

Police calm fears of a 
surge in violent crime 


Positive response to ‘slight’ increase in reported incidents

POLICE have moved to quell fears 
that Harlow is becoming a move viol¬ 
ent place to live and work. 

While acknowledging there had 
been a “slight” increase in incidents 
involving violence when compared to 
last year, they said such crimes were 
still rare and insisted they were on top 
of the situation. 

Already this year the force has dealt 
with murder, attempted murder and 
serious assault investigations, fuel¬ 
ling concerns in some quarters that 
violence is becoming more common¬ 
place. 

But Inspector Paul Maleary, tem¬ 
porary district commander for Har¬ 
low, insisted this was not the case. 

“Since the beginning of the year 
there have been a number of violent 
crimes in Harlow that have caused 
concern to the local residents,” he 
said this week. “The fact is these types 
of incidents are rare. 


“In the majority of incidents there 
has been a familial relationship 
between victim and perpetrator. 

“There have been incidents where 
weapons have been used and in order 
to deal with this a number of oper¬ 
ations have been run to identify and 
deal with offenders. This has resulted 
in offenders being arrested in pos¬ 
session of weapons and class A 
drugs.” 

In March residents of Holly Field 


spoke of their shock after father-of- 
two Hassan Abdi Mohamed was found 
with stab wounds on a cycle path near 
Holly Field. He later died in hospital 
from his injuries and two teenagers 
were subsequently arrested on sus¬ 
picion of murder. 

Police have also dealt with a num¬ 
ber of violent assaults across the 
town. 

In response, more cameras have 
been installed and Essex Police has 


introduced a new online system to 
\ report crime. 

Inspector Maleary said: “The num- 
I bers of recorded crimes of this type 
L have shown a slight increase com- 
| pared to this time last year. However, 
there is a positive element as this 
| shows victims are engaging with the 
police and providing the detail we 
require to accurately deal with these 
types of crimes. 

“There has also been significant 
success in bringing offenders to 
justice and Harlow CID has success¬ 
fully charged and remanded a number 
of offenders for the more serious 
offences including attempted murder.” 

He added: “The identifying and pur¬ 
suit of offenders is part of the pre¬ 
ventative measures that Essex Police 
has put in place. We have also ensured 
that our patrols are focused on key 
areas. 

“If residents have any concerns or 
information, they can contact Essex 
Police on 101 or, in an emergency, 
999.” 


MP calls on businesses to 
be more guide dog friendly 


BUSINESSES and 
transport providers 
should do all they can 
to make their services 
accessible to people 
with guide dogs, 
according to Harlow 
MP Robert Halfon. 

Speaking after a 
meeting with 
representatives of the 
charity Guide Dogs, Mr 
Halfon called for an 
end to discrimination 
against blind and 
visually impaired 
people. 

He made his 
comments after talking 
to guide dog owner 
Lauren Jackson, who 
said she had been 
turned away from 
restaurants and 
refused minicabs 
because she is blind, 
despite legislation to 
prevent such 
discrimination.

To experience what it 
is like to lose sight, Mr 
Halfon wore a blindfold 
while he accompanied 
resident Mandy Smith 
and her guide dog 
Holly on a bus ride. 


Afterwards he said: 

“I would like to urge all 
businesses in Harlow 
and the rest of the 
country to make sure 
they are welcoming to 
guide dog owners. No- 
one should be made to 
feel discriminated 
against just because 
they have a disability.” 

He added: “Having 
access to transport and 
services can make the 
difference between 
someone feeling 
comfortable and 
confident to go out 
alone and becoming 
isolated at home. 

“I would like to see 
all buses and 
businesses in Harlow 
become more 
accessible for people 
with sight impairments 
and guide dogs and for 
those with other 
disabilities.” 


Fire service’s future to

town’s second fire engine would be 
switched from full-time to on-call. 

The results of the consultation 
showed that 73 per cent of 
respondents and 68 per cent of 
employees favoured Option Two. 

Both Option One and Option 
Three, which would generate greater 
savings but involve larger reductions 
in the number of full-time 
firefighters and fire engines, were 
chosen by one per cent of 
respondents, while the remaining 24 
per cent did not support any of the 
three options. 

Unprecedented 

Essex’s Acting Chief Fire Officer 
Adam Eckley said this week: “The 
number of people participating in the 
consultation is unprecedented. This 
has given us an excellent insight into 
what the public, our staff and 
partners think of our plans, and 
which of the three options we have 
put forward they prefer. 

“Over the past ten years we have

seen huge changes in demand for 
our service. Nationwide incidents 
have reduced by 42 per cent, and in 
Essex they have fallen by 45 per cent, 
despite growth in population and 
traffic in the county.” 

He added: “Changes are often 
disguised as cuts, but there are a 
number of important things to 
consider. 

“We are making a £3m investment 
in prevention and protection 
measures, we have made additional 
savings of over £2m from support 
functions, and no fire stations will 
close during this process.” 

Next week’s meeting of the fire 
authority will take place at the 
service’s Kelvedon Park 
headquarters on Wednesday.

THOUSANDS of people from Harlow and beyond 
have signed a petition launched to save Occasio 
House from closure. 

Launched by 18-year-old Jake Shepherd, the peti¬ 
tion has gathered 3,679 signatures from former 
tenants, residents of the town and supporters of the 
facility. 

“I’m so terrified that I’ll go back to the way I was,” 
said 19-year-old tenant Darren Chesterton. “There’s 
no alternative and nowhere to go.” 

Darren moved to Occasio House when he was 15 
years old after being removed from his father by 
social services. 

“I lived with my dad, who is schizophrenic, in his 
flat. The walls were covered in mould and the place 
was filthy. I was severely unhappy but I didn’t know 
any different. 

“Social services came round and said ‘we’re get¬ 
ting you out of here’ and I was moved into Occasio 
House. If Occasio House wasn’t here, I would have 
had to stay where I was and who knows what my life 
would have been like.” 

Ridiculous 

He laughed: “That’s why it’s ridiculous when 
people say ‘can’t you just go back home?”’ 

The building in Playhouse Square offers accom¬ 
modation to young single homeless people with 
support needs and those at risk aged between 16 and 
24 years old. 

It is made up of 116 properties - 76 furnished 
studios and 40 unfurnished one-bedroom flats. 

In March, housing provider East Thames and 
Essex County Council announced they would be 
closing the project in September. 

Will Read, 20, works full-time for food chain 
Nandos as well as volunteering at the St Elizabeth’s 
Centre charity shop in Staple Tye. 

He suffers from depression and says the support 
he received from staff at Occasio House has helped 
him turn his life around. 

“The staff here go 
above and beyond for 
tenants and they don’t 
get the credit they 
deserve. Being here 
gives us stability to move 
on with our lives.” 

Both Darren and Will 
addressed community 
concerns about antiso-

cial behaviour within the building. 

Will said: “Yes, there has been trouble but I’ve 
seen more ambulances here for people than police 
raids.” 


Darren added: “I wasn’t bad because of this place, 
I was bad because of the life I had before this 
place.” 

Detrimental 

Jake, who is a Labour Party activist, launched the 
petition as he was concerned about the detrimental 
impact of the closure. 

He said: “Listening to some of the testaments from 
residents, the result of this proposed cut would have 
a detrimental effect on the hundreds of young people 
who count on Occasio House each year. 

He added: “No one deserves to be homeless. 
Tormenting young people in this way is reckless 
from the county council and the association. 

“These young people shouldn’t have to go around 
with a begging bowl to get what they rightly 
deserve.”

1960s 

Pets’ Corner opened its doors on May 17, 1966. 
Based on an idea suggested by local headmaster 
Mr G. Tarry, Pets’ Corner is a place where 
residents can visit and learn about domesticated 
animals. 

1970s 

On the evening of Sunday, June 16, 1974, the 
sixth suspected arson attack in just eight months 
raged through Pets’ Corner. The community 
rallied round to help get it back on its feet. 

1980s 

Current manager Justin Hopwood started work 
as an apprentice shepherd in 1981. Pet's Corner 
also featured on TV and radio during the 1980s - 
Brian Johnston from the BBC Radio show Down 


Your Way and naturalist and broadcaster Johnny 
Morris both paid visits to the zoo. Pets’ Corner 
resident Dolly the pony competed at the Horse of 
the Year Show. 

1990s 

Justin Hopwood was named manager when Rod 
Wood retired in 1992. Prize-winning Suffolk 
sheep were one of a number of breeds that Pets’ 
Corner introduced in its new breeding 
programme. 

2000 

Fire destroyed an area housing sheep in what 
was believed to be another arson attack 

2006 

Pets Corner’s breeding programme for Essex 


pigs began. Jimmy Doherty, of Jimmy’s Farm 
fame, used a Pets’ Corner boar called Jason to 
improve his own pig breeding stock. 

2011 

Harlow Aaron, a red pole cow, was named after a 
young boy who was celebrating his birthday at 
Pets’ Corner on the day the cow was born. A few 
years later the cow was sold to Jimmy’s Farm. 

2012 

Mr Darcy, a pot-bellied pig from the television 
show TOWIE, came to live at Pets’ Corner. 

2015 

The start of major refurbishment works as part of 
the regeneration of the town park funded by the 
Heritage Lottery Fund. It reopened to the public 
on October 2, 2015.

POPULAR Harlow attraction 
Pets’ Corner is celebrating a 
golden anniversary this year as it 
turns 50 years old. 

And with five decades of his¬ 
tory and a new look, there is a 
bright future ahead for the pet¬ 
ting zoo which has always aimed 
to educate as well as entertain. 

Opened in May 1966, Pets’ 
Corner was designed to be a place 
where residents of Harlow could 
visit and learn about domestic¬ 
ated animals. 

“It’s very unique,” said Justin 
Hopwood, who started work as an 
apprentice shepherd at Pets’ 
Corner in 1981 before taking on 
the role of manager in 1992. 

“We’ve always provided learn¬ 
ing outside the classroom and 
with the completion of the refur¬ 
bishment work we can offer more 
opportunities. 

“We’ve got young people from 
the local academies and we offer 
land-based studies to students 
aged 14 to 16. We’re also starting 
to offer academies alternative 
education.” 

The council-run facility was 
closed for nine months last year 
during construction work for the 


£2.8m Town Park restoration pro¬ 
ject which is part-funded with 
£1.83m from the Heritage Lottery 
Fund and the Big Lottery Fund. 

The facility has been com¬ 
pletely renovated and now boasts 
a new events barn, new shelters 
for animals, a new bird enclosure 
and aquarium, a small animal 
quarantine room, updated surfa¬ 
cing and drainage and a new duck 
pond. 

A new shop and information 
point helps volunteers tell vis¬ 
itors about the attraction and 


answer questions while a 
classroom will be made available 
to businesses and local com¬ 
munity groups. 

Justin added: “All the work will 
help to keep Pets’ Corner here for 
the next 50 years. 

“It’s exciting. We’re moving 
into the next stage of Pets’ Corner 
but in some ways it was a little 
heart-wrenching. 

“It was a huge transformation 
and now we can start looking to 
the future.” 

Pets’ Corner is home to a large 


selection of traditional farm 
animals alongside more exotic 
creatures such as reindeer, llamas 
and alpacas while still keeping 
visitors’ favourites of rabbits, 
chickens and ducks. 

Over the years Justin has 
worked with many animals but 
his favourite Pets’ Corner animal 
was Baff the donkey, who died a 
few years ago. 

“I remember when I was a kid 
leading him around at the local 
playschemes,” he said.. 

The attraction’s longest resid¬ 


ent is currently a 22-year-old 
horse called Boo Boo, who arrived 
at Pets’ Corner when he was just 
seven days old. “He’s been here 
ever since,” said Justin. 

■ On Sunday, July 31, Pets' 
Corner will be celebrating its 50th 
anniversary with a family fun day. 
The event will features lots to 
entertain and take part in, includ¬ 
ing a parade and history 
timeline. 

Pets’ Corner is free to enter but 
welcomes donations in the box on 
site.

I have always 
wanted to do it but in previous 
years we have been away on 
holiday or working. 

“This year we have no excuses. 

I just hope it doesn’t rain as 
there’s nothing worse than being 
in a wheelchair when it rains!” 

Rachael said: “Since Denise was

diagnosed with motor neurone 
disease St Clare has been 
amazing, supporting her both 
physically and emotionally.

There is 
always someone to support her, 
whether on the end of the phone 
or at the hospice itself, and we 
want to help them raise even 
more money so they can help even 
more people.”

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Marathon man Mark 
faces ‘ultra’ challenge

A FATHER-of-two who only took up run¬ 
ning last year is training to complete a 
100km ultra-marathon from London to 
Cambridge next month. 

Mark Moulds, 48, of Elwood, Harlow, 
hopes to raise £600 for the Cystic 
Fibrosis Trust. The 11-year-old daughter 
of a family friend suffers from the con¬ 
dition. 

“It is the distance of two-and-a-half 
marathons so it’s a very long way,” said 
Mark, who works as a magazine printer 
in Enfield. “People have said that I am 
mad to do it. 

“We start outside the Olympic Sta¬ 
dium at 7am and I hope to get to the 
finish line in under 15 hours to classify 
as a runner’ 

“There are also joggers and walkers 
taking part. It is quite a new thing in the 
UK and people from all over the country 
are taking part 

“We run alongside the River Stort into 
Ware and we reach the half-way mark at 
Braughing where there is a hot food 
meal. There are rest, medical support 
and toilet stops every 10km along the 
way.” 

Mark first started running as a way of 
losing weight and has so far shed more 
than a stone.

“At the end of last year I booked myself 
on a half marathon, a full marathon and 
this ultra-marathon,” he said. “I did the 
half marathon and finished in under two 
hours and then I completed the Milton 
Keynes full marathon in four-and-a-half 
hours. I now have five weeks to train for 
the ultra-marathon.” 

He added: “Injury is the biggest worry 
for me. I tweaked my quad in the mara¬ 
thon but it has now healed. It is also 
going to be hot.” 

Mark and his wife Sarah have two 
children - an 11- year-old son and seven- 
year-old daughter with wife. His inspir¬ 
ation for completing his latest challenge 
is to raise funds for the CF Trust. 

Inherited 

Cystic fibrosis is an inherited con¬ 
dition which causes the lungs and digest¬ 
ive system to become filled with mucus 
which can prove fatal. Half of the people 
with the condition do not live past 40. 

Writing on his Just Giving page, he 
said: “I’m raising money for the Cystic 
Fibrosis Trust because my friend’s 11- 
year-old daughter, Jenna Warrilow, suf¬ 
fers from it. Please donate, however big 
or small, to help find a cure.” 

Mark said: “I don’t see many people 
running for them and I want to raise 
funds in support. I have now got £495 so I 
have almost reached my target.”

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Attacker wins court 
bid to cut jail term 

Judges agree 14-month sentence was too harsh

A MAN jailed for assaulting his friend and 
his girlfriend when he saw them in a clinch 
has had his sentence cut by four months. 

Tawakal Hussain Shah, 46, of Ladyshot, 
Harlow, was sent to prison for 14 months at 
Ipswich Crown Court in March after admit¬ 
ting two charges of assault causing actual 
bodily harm. 

But he lodged an appeal against the 
sentence, arguing it was too harsh. 

And on Thursday judges at the Court of 


Appeal in London agreed and reduced the 
length of his sentence to 10 months. 

The court heard Shah told police he saw 
red when he saw the pair in an embrace. 

Friend 

Mr Justice Goss, sitting with Mr Justice 
Popplewell, said Shah first assaulted his 
girlfriend by knocking her to the ground 
and then, seconds later, attacked his 
friend. 

“He caused his victim to have a seizure 
as he suffered from epilepsy, although this 
was unknown to Shah,” said the judge. 


The court was told both victims were left 
injured and badly shaken. Shah’s girl¬ 
friend had to have her nose reset as the 
assault complicated a previous fracture. 

After being arrested, Shah said he lost 
the plot when he saw the pair engaged in 
“romantic activity”. 

All three had been drinking together 
quite happily shortly before the flare-up 
and Shah said he had “lost his temper in a 
domestic setting”. 

After hearing the evidence, the judges 
ruled a 10-month jail sentence was “appro¬ 
priate”.

MEMBERS of a voluntary group 
in Harlow which works to 
improve the lives of people living 
in the local community are cel¬ 
ebrating after it was given the 
Queen’s Award for Voluntary Ser¬ 
vice. 

The Berecroft Residents’ Asso¬ 
ciation was set up 17 years ago 
when control of the estate was 
transferred from Harlow Council 
to a housing association. 

Since its inception a core group 
of volunteers has worked closely 
with the council, the housing 
association and the emergency 
services to improve life for those 
living in the area. 

The association has run clubs 
for fishing, football, craft, swim¬ 
ming and jobs. In addition, it 
arranges weekly walks for the 
elderly and runs a local wardens

It has also overseen the refur¬ 
bishment of the play area and 
installed lighting which has led to 
a fall in incidents of anti-social 
behaviour in the area.

Their arch-nemesis, Shredder (Brian 
Tee), escapes from police custody with 
the help of a teleportation portal 
developed by evil scientist Dr Baxter 
Stockman (Tyler Perry). 

The portal inadvertently propels 
Shredder into the clutches of an alien 
from Dimension X called Krang (Brad 
Garrett), who intends to invade earth. 

The extra-terrestrial mastermind 


enlists Shredder's help to locate two 
further pieces of a more powerful 
teleportation system, which are hidden 
in the American Museum of Natural 
History and a rainforest in Brazil. 

While Shredder carries out the alien's 
bidding with the help of two mutant 
sidekicks - a rhinoceros called 
Rocksteady (Stephen Farrelly) and a 
warthog called Bebop (Gary Anthony 
Williams) - Bureau Chief of Organised 
Crime, Rebecca Vincent (Laura Linney), 
attempts to recapture the escaped 


criminal. 

Her efforts come to nought, so it’s left 
to the acrobatic turtles to avert disaster, 
aided by Channel 6 news reporter April 
O’Neil (Megan Fox) and a vigilante 
called Casey Jones (Stephen Amell). 

In this sequel, the lead characters still 
look creepy, courtesy of motion-capture 
performances, but there's more emotion 
in a script that forces the somersaulting 
quartet to consider their place in a 
world that views them as monsters.

WESTERN: THE TALL T Film4, Friday June 3, 11am 
WESTERN: 3.10 TO YUMA (1957) Film4, Saturday June 4, 11am 

A Western double bill to salivate over. Both these beauties 
were adapted from Elmore Leonard short stories in 1957 and 
put a dour, law-abiding central character up against a 
charismatic outlaw, but are otherwise quite different. 

Actually Pat Brennan, in The Tall T, is a pretty easygoing 
chap compared to most of the parts played by Randolph 
Scott in his work with director Budd Boetticher. The pair 
collaborated on six magnificent Wild West ‘B’ movies in 
which the craggy Scott is the rock on which waves of 
flamboyant villainy are dashed. The tone at the start is 
uncharacteristically jolly and jokey, with Scott’s smiling 
muscles given an unaccustomed workout, before things turn 
deadly serious. Small-time rancher Brennan hitches a ride 
on a privately hired stagecoach carrying two newlyweds, 
which is held up by a trio of desperadoes. When the weasely 
groom, to save his own skin, lets it be known his bride has a 
very rich daddy who’s probably willing to pay a huge 
ransom, it becomes a riveting battle of wits between 
Brennan and the kidnappers; a callow youth, a cold-eyed 


killer and their older, smarter leader Usher. Richard Boone is 
even better than usual as the ruthless yet immensely likeable 
Usher, who prefers Brennan’s company to that of his 
cronies, and Scott is monumental. Burt Kennedy’s script is a 
laconic delight, while Boetticher handles it all like the 
minimalist master he was. 

In Delmer Daves’ equally gripping 3.10 To Yuma, the 
‘good’ character is no match for his villainous adversary - 
and they both know it. Dan Evans (Van Heflin, excellent) is a 
struggling rancher who, while out with his two young sons, 
watches helplessly as a stagecoach is held up and two 
people killed. Later on, after the notorious leader of the gang 
responsible, Ben Wade (Glen Ford), is captured, Dan jumps 
at the chance to earn $200 by helping get him on the titular 
train and out of town before his gang come back to get him. 

Ford, cast against type, is sensational as the devilishly 
charming Wade. We can’t help liking Wade, even after 
seeing him gun down two men in cold blood. It’s not just us, 
though, Dan’s family are equally beguiled when he joins 
them for dinner - much to the rancher’s irritation. But Dan, 
all sweaty integrity, won’t be swayed from the task he’s been 
paid for, no matter how much Wade needles, cajoles and 
tempts him. The problem is, the gang are closing in.

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Royals thumbs up from Jimmy 


Jersey Royals are back in season - and Jimmy 
Doherty couldn't be happier. The TV host and 
food fan tells Gemma Dunn why this humble 
root veggie deserves to be star of the show 


e might be known for 
his rare-breed pigs, 
but entomologist- 
turned-farmer Jimmy 
Doherty’s latest 
initiative lets their veggie 
sidekick - the humble potato - 
do the talking. 

“The Jersey Royal is an iconic 
food item and something we 
should celebrate,” the 
40-year-old enthuses of his 
collaboration with the seasonal 
spud. “If the Italians or French 
had this, they would be going on 
about it all the time.” 

Since taking on a 100-acre 
farm more than 10 years ago, 
which was famously 
documented in BBC Two series 
Jimmy’s Farm, Doherty has 
made a name for himself in the 
world of TV, appearing in shows 
including Food Unwrapped and 
Jamie and Jimmy’s Friday 
Night Feast, with childhood 
friend Jamie Oliver. 

Add to that three books and a 
number of free-range food 
products, and it stands to reason 
that he’s the ideal patron to 
champion the unique Jersey 
crop - or as he dubs it, “the 
Champagne of potatoes”. 

“As a kid, having Jersey 
Royals with your spring lamb 
was pretty important,” he 
muses. “I’m a big believer in 
seasonality.” 

Available from April until the 
end of June, Jersey Royals’ 
Protected Designation of Origin 
status means its 
five-generational farmers use 
130-year-old techniques to 
ensure their nutty flavour, 
creamy consistency and flaky 
skins. 

“I visited Jersey, and I arrived 
thinking, ‘I’m used to farming 
in the British Isles’, but I’ve

never seen it like that before,” 
admits Doherty. “They’re all 
crackers, and the fields they 
hand-plant their crops on - 
cotils - are steep, so the planters 
have to be winched up!” 

Delivered to supermarkets 
within 48 hours of being 
gathered up, the TV foodie is 
also a firm believer that these 
potatoes - and other varieties - 
should be a diet staple. 

“We forget potatoes are full of 
vitamin C, antioxidants and 
fibre, and we’re moving to other 
carbohydrates like rice and 
pasta,” he says. “We should go 
back to eating lots of potatoes. 

“It’s about portion control, 
that’s all,” he adds, in response 
to any spud critics, and the 
father-of-three certainly 
practises what he preaches at 
home. 

“The simplest way [to serve 
Jersey Royals] is freshly dug 
with butter, but I use them for 
my kids all the time as mini 




roast potatoes. Rather than 
peeling and chopping, I just put 
them straight in the roaster and 
they love them. 

“My kids get excited about 
food. Understanding where food 
comes from is a very natural 
part of their life, and it should 
be the case for everyone. 

“I wish we could emulate 
what Jersey does,” he continues. 
“If all of the schools [across the 
UK] were excited by Jersey 
Royal season, and did little 
competitions where they grow 
the potatoes, it would show 
pride and respect for the 
environment.” 

It’s an ethos he looks to 
implement at Jimmy’s Farm, 
which today boasts a nature 
trail, butterfly house, 
award-winning restaurant, 
science and food festivals - and 
a zoo licence in the pipeline. 

“It never ends!” Doherty 
admits, laughing. “There are 30 
full-timers, and I’ll tell you 
what, dealing with pigs is a lot 
easier than dealing with 
people!” 

When he’s not running the 
land, the star feels lucky to be 
dipping his toe in the world of 
showbiz - and even luckier, on 
occasion, to be doing so with 
good pal, Oliver. 

“We muck around and get told 
off because we talk rubbish,” he 
reveals of his time filming 
Jamie And Jimmy’s Friday 
Night Feast. “We’ve never 
grown up, but it’s fun.” 

Next up, he’s pleased to be 
hosting a show that will see him 
travel to all corners of the globe, 
in search of people who’ve 
swapped the rat race for the 
wilderness - a concept that 
takes him back to the topic of 
sustainability. 

“Without food producers and 
regular supply in our 
supermarkets, where would we 
be?”

Sausage and Jersey 
Royal Bake 

SERVES 4 
Ingredients 

600g Jersey Royal new 
potatoes, scrubbed (not peeled) 
and cut in half lengthways 

8 large herb sausages 
2tbsp olive oil 

1 medium red onion, peeled and 
cut into 8 wedges 

1/2 red pepper, de-seeded and 
cut into quarters 

1 yellow pepper, de-seeded and 
cut into quarters 

2 cloves garlic, finely chopped 
10 large sage leaves, roughly 


chopped 

200g cherry tomatoes 
150g asparagus 
2tbsp balsamic vinegar 
Sea salt 

Coarsely ground black pepper 

Crusty bread and mustard to 
serve 

Method 

Preheat the oven to 200C/180C 
fan. 

Cook the Jersey Royals in a 
medium pan of salted water for 
eight to 10 minutes until just 
tender. 

Add the sausages to a large 
roasting tin with two tablespoons 
of olive oil and roast for 10 
minutes. 


Drain the Jersey Royals, and add 
to the roasting tin with the 
remaining ingredients, excluding 
the tomatoes and asparagus. 

Mix together and roast for 25 
minutes until vegetables are 
slightly caramelised around the 
edges, stir occasionally. 

Scatter over the tomatoes and 
asparagus, mix well and roast for 
a further 10 minutes until the 
sausages are golden and 
cooked through. 

Serve hot with crusty bread and 
mustard.

25g fresh mint, leaves only 
150ml extra virgin olive oil

Strip the base rosemary leaves 
from each stem, leaving the top

Preheat the barbecue or grill. 

Cover the leafy tops of the 
rosemary skewers with a sheet of 
tin foil, to prevent them burning, 
then grill or barbecue the 


skewers over a medium heat for 
about 10-15 minutes, turning 
regularly until the potatoes are 
cooked through and the 
vegetables are golden.

Method 

To make the frittata, cook the 
Jersey Royals in a pan of water 
for 12-15 minutes, until tender. 
Drain and, when cool, slice thinly. 

Cook the peas and broad beans 
in boiling water for two minutes 
(or four to five if from frozen) then 
drain and refresh under cold 
water. 

Whisk the eggs in a medium 
bowl with the mint, salt and 
pepper. 

Heat the oil in a 24cm non-stick 
frying pan. Add the courgettes, 
cook for one to two minutes, 
then add the potatoes, onions 
and garlic, cook for three to four 
minutes, until beginning to 
brown. 

Stir in the peas and broad beans, 
keeping 10g of each for the 
salad. 

Preheat the grill. Pour the 
whisked egg over the vegetables 
and crumble over the feta, 
keeping 20g of feta for the salad. 
Cook over a gentle heat for 
10-12 minutes until almost set. 
Transfer the pan to the grill and 
cook for three to five minutes 
until the top is golden and 
cooked through. 

Place a plate or board over the 
top of the pan so that the frittata 
falls onto the plate. Slice into 
wedges and serve with the salad.

opportunity to spice it 
up with a lovely Naga 
chilli, mint and 
coriander rub and roast 
it on the barbecue. 

As well as the lamb, 
we had sheek kebabs, 
which my friend Vern 
ended up making, as I 
was very much behind 
the curve with 
preparations by the 
time people arrived. 

I also put on the usual 
burgers, sausages, 
halloumi, mushrooms, 
roast potatoes, roasted 
vegetables, coleslaw, 
salad, chutney, raitha 
etc... I thought I needed 
the sausages and 
burgers in case the 
children wouldn’t eat 
the spicy lamb, but 
funnily enough they 
were diving right into 
it, coming back for 
seconds and thirds! 

Foodies festival at 
Syon Park was a lovely 
day out as ever. I was 
particularly excited as 
my host for the day was 
Dhruv Baker, one of my 
favourite MasterChef 
buddies. 

And even more 
exciting was knowing 
that also on the bill 
were Jane Devonshire, 
the newly-crowned 
MasterChef champion 
and Jack Layer another 
finalist. Billy and 
Juanita were also there, 
making it the full final 
four line-up from this 


year’s competition. 

Jane was just as 
lovely in real life as we 
all expected; this was 
her first live cooking 
demonstration and she 
did very well, with a 
packed audience 
wishing her well every 
step of the way. 

I also had the chance 
to see my mate Daisy 
Brydon, who is the most 
incredibly talented cake 
sculptor. She was 
demonstrating her 
amazing talents in the 
Cake & Bake theatre. 
The work she does is 
jaw-dropping; it is far 
more than cake 
decorating. If you look 
up Daisy Brydon 
creations you will easily 
find images of her work 
online. 

At Syon Park, Daisy 
had sculpted Yoda 
entirely from cake, 
although I don’t think I 
could be the one to take 
a slice out of the Jedi 
master. I feel the 
children’s teacher Mr 
Beardsworth would 
definitely have 
approved as an avid 
follower of the teachings 
of the small green 
philosopher. 

For my demo, because 
I knew I’d be on stage 
with Dhruv, who is a 
real old pro (in the 
nicest possible way), I 
decided to cook 
something a little more 


complex than I usually 
would for a cooking 
demonstration. So I 
produced my fine 
dining version of 
chicken makhani; a 
marinated supreme of 
free-range chicken with 
a makhani sauce, spiced 
cauliflower puree, aloo 
gobi and cauliflower 
pakoras. 

The cooking all went 
pretty well, but it was a 
busy workspace with 
lots of ingredients and 
equipment on the 
bench. The final result 
of this was having 
cooked all four elements 
of the dish, I managed 
to carve the chicken and 
then chuck half of it 
onto the floor! Luckily, I 
still had half to put on 
the plate and the dish 
came together in a 
manner of speaking. 
Have a look on my

for the recipe if you’d 
like to give it a go 
yourself. 

And there was more 
cooking under pressure 
the week when my own 
kitchen was 
temporarily turned into 
a studio so I could film a 
showreel or taster reel. 

This is basically a 
short video of me 
cooking and presenting 
myself and my kind of 
food. The idea is to have 
a little video of me in 


action to put on my 
website and to send to 
various creative media 
agencies in order to 
generate more 
opportunities. 

It was fun to be 
filming again, though 
we managed to turn the 
house upside down in 
the process. It was 
much harder than I 
remember, you forget 
just how many times 
you have to say the 
same thing again and 
again, with just a 
slightly different 
inflection, or without 
the redundant 
connective phrases 
which make editing too 
difficult! Now then... 

But it was a good day 
and the results are 
there to see. 

And finally I was 
delighted to see that the 
Orange Tree pub in 
Sawbridgeworth has 
been selected in Time 
Out’s top 10 perfect 
country pubs in easy 
reach of London. 

Many congratulations 
to Tom Perry and 
Samantha Smith for 
achieving this great 
accolade. 

So better get down 
there soon if you 
haven’t yet, before it 
gets overrun with fancy 
London types hotfooting 
up to our manor!

F IAT is set to make a bold 
move back into what is 
called the ‘C’ sector 
(family hatchback cars) 
of the market and taking 
on such long-established big¬ 
selling rivals like Ford’s Focus 
and Vauxhall’s Astra. 

They are doing it with an 
entirely new model but with a 
revival of their old name from 
the past - the Tipo - which won 
the coveted European Car of the 
Year title back in 1989. 

Over decades Fiat have been 
arch exponents of building 
highly successful small 
hatchbacks but they’ve never 
really been able to replicate such 
dizzy sales heights in the Focus/ 
Astra sized car sector. 

This time round the bosses in 
Turin believe they have cracked 
it with this new Tipo, which 
incidentally is being built in 
Turkey, with what is a sound, 
practical and affordable 
hatchback and estate car for 
both families and also the 
company car driver. 

Arriving here and going on 
sale in September this new Tipo 
certainly brings a breath of fresh 
air to this segment with two 
crucial advantages over some of 
its rivals - it’s practical with 
bags of interior space and is 
decently equipped and also 
prices are realistic too. 

These start at £12,995 for a 
hatchback and £13,995 for the 
estate car (Fiat calls it a Station 
Wagon) and there will be a 
choice of five engines available - 
two diesel and three petrol with 


Fiat here expecting the best 
seller to be the 1.6-litre diesel. 

Value for money is also the 
key for the Tipo to succeed 
where for example with the 
entry-level 1.4-litre 85bhp petrol 
engine it comes with a decent 
level of standard equipment that 
includes DAB radio, USB/ 
Bluetooth connectivity, steering 
wheel radio controls, air 
conditioning, front electric 
windows and much more. 

For entry-level model buyers 
who want some of the options 
that are included as standard 
with higher trimmed versions 
don’t have to pay out an arm- 
and-a-leg as we say to have some 
as you would with some rivals. 

For example front fog lights 
are just £150, rear electric 
window £240, rear parking 
sensors £300 and dark tinted rear 
windows £175. 


Across the range there are just 
three trim levels too, keeping it 
simple for buyers. 

Inside it’s spacious too with 
the hatchback having 440 litres 
of space (the estate has 550 litres) 
and with wide opening rear 
doors makes it exceptionally 
handy for a family fitting young 
child seats in the rear while it 
will comfortable fit three adult 
size passengers in the back. 

In addition and continuing on 
the car’s strong practical 
advantages there are numerous 
cubby holes for storage and with 
the rear seats folded down they 
will give even more luggage 
space. 

Staying inside and for the 
driver there’s a well laid out 
dashboard with good, clear and 
big instruments that are easy to 
read and use while the sat nav 
system again is just straight 


Drivers can also with the 
touch of a dashboard button 
change the mileage/speed 
reading from mph to km/h 
which makes it so handy for 
those crossing the English 
Channel and driving on the 
Continent. 

In terms of engine again Fiat 
are keeping it dead simple for 
buyers with three petrol engines 
- 1.4-litre 95bhp, 1.4-litre 
turbocharged with 120bhp and a 
1.6-litre llObhp unit which offers 
the only automatic gearbox in 
the range with a six-speed torque 
converter. 

The pair of turbo diesels are a 
1.3-litre 95bhp Multijet and 1.6- 
litre 120bhp with this latter one 
expected to be the best seller 
here with prices starting at a 
competitive £16,999. 

This latter one was certainly 


impressive on a pre-launch test 
run in and outside the busy 
streets of Turin aided by a nice, 
sharp feeling six-speed manual 
gear change and reasonably good 
mid range acceleration when 
using the gears sensibly. 

Fiat claims this car is capable 
of accelerating from 0 to 62mph 
in 9.8 seconds and will return 
76.3mpg on the combine fuel 
consumption although on a 200- 
odd kilometre test drive it 
returned 48.8mpg. 

Crucially here for the 
company car driver’s tax break 
the C02 comes in at 98g/km 
while a careful driver again 
using the gears in a reasonable 
way should be able to achieve 
well over the 50mpg mark. 

This 1.6-litre diesel is quite 
responsive and punchy when 
needed but exceptionally refined 
for a diesel that also offers good, 


low down torque (i.e. pulling 
power from low revs of the 
engine). 

The ride is decent enough 
although some of its rivals give a 
stronger, more firm ride yet this 
new Tipo is comfortable even for 
an adult back seat passenger as I 
tried where the leg and head 
room was okay. 

The interior furnishings and 
fittings are much what one 
would expect of a car in this 
level of the market and again are 
more on the practical side rather 
than about being luxurious. 

In terms of outside looks the 
body has a smart, modern design 
about it and whilst not head 
turning it has nice, smooth and 
flowing body lines with a 
particularly stylish rear end in 
my view. 

Verdict: Value for money and 
practicality are the two big aims 
of this new Tipo and the Fiat 
backroom team have achieved 
both which will be the model’s 
main selling points. 

It’s straight forward to drive, 
with no frills and simply gets on 
with the job needed and whilst 
some rivals like the Astra and 
Focus are perhaps more fun to 
drive and have a bit more 
character about them there are 
drivers who will be more than 
happy with what the Tipo offers, 
inside and also out on the road. 

Which model to choose? If 
you’re doing a great deal of 
mileage every month then that 
excellent 1.6-litre diesel has to be 
the answer, otherwise the 1.4- 
litre petrol with manual 
transmission is probably the 
best option.

Jared’s helping hand 
for teenage triathlete 


Running club stalwart’s training pays off for Kai, 13

THE Brownlee brothers are a 
source of inspiration for a young 
triathlete with his sights firmly 
set on qualification for regional 
and national competitions this 
year. 

Thirteen-year-old Passmores 
Academy student Kai Boggon has 
been training hard all winter get¬ 
ting ready for the 2016 season. 

It might be a dream for Kai to 
emulate the achievements of Lon¬ 
don 2012 Olympic Games medal¬ 
lists Jonny and Alastair, but the 
teenager certainly is putting in 
the hard work to improve as a 
triathlete. 

Kai has been training with Har¬ 
low Running Club stalwart Jared 
Bethell, who owns JB Fitness and 
is based at Mark Hall Sports- 
centre, as he builds up his 
strength and stamina in readi¬ 
ness for a gruelling summer of 
competition. 

The youngster, a member of 
Woodford Green & Essex Ladies 
Athletic Club where he trains 
with Essex coach John Stow, has 
smashed his personal best (PB) 
times. 

In the last couple of weeks Kai 
trimmed nearly a minute off his 
PB for the Harlow 5K parkrun, 
finishing in a very impressive 
19min 16sec. 

Eight weeks of intensive train¬ 
ing has paid off for Kai. 

His dad Richard said: “He was 
so proud he finally managed to 
run under 20 minutes which 
shocked both of his coaches who 
also were very proud of him. 

“Since then all his PBs have 
been getting faster in the 1500m 
and 3000m, even in difficult con¬ 


ditions ranging from very late and 
cold nights at Watford to very hot 
days at Woodford. 

“Through the winter months 
Kai has put in some hard work in 
and out of the gym and it proves 
that hard work pays off. 

“Now the Regional Tri series is 
well under way and Kai has 
moved up an age group to the U15s 
Tri Star 3 category, where the 
swim has increased to 300m the 
bike to 6km and the run to 2.4km, 
which is a massive step up from 
last year.” 

Three races in and Kai is 
ranked second in the South East 
region with three great second 
places. 

In the last couple of weeks the 
open water swimming training at 
Redricks Lake in Sawbridgeworth 
has seen Kai train in the water 
with RG Active.

Richard said: “It’s such a great 
club that welcome all abilities. 
The training sessions are split 
into groups where you can swim 
with the elite swimmers or start 
off with the technique group 
where you are taught the right 
way to swim in open water in 
friendly atmosphere. 

“Kai’s coaches hope the success 
carries on and he makes it to the 
regional squad and competes with 
the best triathletes in the country 
which in itself will be a great 
achievement.”

Club mourns 
shock death 
of coach Nat 

TRIBUTES have been made after 
the death of Harlow Athletic 
Club stalwart coach Nat Fisher 
at the age of 79. 

Fisher, who worked with the 
likes of Olympic 2012 800metre 
finalist Andrew Osagie during 
the Great Britain athlete’s early 
years when he first took up 
running, died on Sunday 
morning.

His death came as a huge 
shock as he had been thought to 
have taken a bad fall as he 
returned to his Sawbridgeworth 
home on Sunday after picking up 
a newspaper. 

He fell and hit his head. 

A post mortem is being held 
today (Thursday). 

Gentleman 

HAC chairman Steve Lott said: 
“Let us remember a true 
gentleman and club stalwart. 
And, I extend to the family the 
condolences and good wishes 
from all connected with Harlow 
Athletic Club.” 

Former English national 
champion 400m runner and 
English Schools champion 
Natalie Cain, who lives in 
Harlow, was coached by Nat for 
13 years, helping her reach the 
very top of English athletics. 

She said: “Everyone has been 
so shocked. No one realised he 
was nearly 80 years old. He has 
coached national champions, 
English Schools’ champions, 
Olympic finalists. Every year at 
the [Essex] county 
championships his athletes 
would always return with 
medals: gold, silver and bronze.” 

HAC coach Paul Bailey said: 
“He’s been a guiding light at 
HAC from the very beginning 
and has taken local kids and 
turned them into Olympians. 

“But so much more than that 
he’s just been a great coach and 
great friend who gave up so 
much of his time for our 
youngsters, club and community 
and did so for decades. “ 

Former HAC chairman Chris 
Clark said on Facebook: “There 
are so many people who owe him 
so much and are far better 
people for just knowing him. 

“My heart goes out to his 
family and we are all 
devastated.” 

The club has set up a tribute 
book for Nat and is keen for all 
members to sign this. 

This will be left at the club 
tonight (Thursday). 

Nat leaves his wife Maureen, 
two children and grandchildren.

HAVING broken a leg on trial at 
Derby County shortly after being 
released by Spurs, you could say 
Harlow’s Danny Norton has not 
exactly had the best of luck.

Norton has the ability to play in 
the Football League and age is on 
his side, especially when you con¬ 
sider Leicester’s Jamie Vardy was 
still playing non-league at 25 and 
Ian Wright didn’t make it at Crys¬ 
tal Palace until he was 24. 

Lucia said: “Norton was at 
Spurs for eight years, but they had 
him at right-back. He was 
released at 16. He went on Derby 
on trial but broke his leg.” 

Norton has been on an emo¬ 
tional roller coaster but has been 
in sensational form this season 
for Rouge, playing the best foot¬ 


ball of his career. 

“He now wants to be a pro¬ 
fessional footballer. He has got 
stronger and stronger. He is 
determined. I can see big things 


for Danny,” said Lucia. 

“A few of the boys can play 
much higher. Harlow Town 
should be playing these boys - 
that’s the frustrating thing. There 


are quite a few boys who could 
play in the Ryman League.”

It’s Howarde’s

CENTURY man Mitch Howarde 
secured an incredible upset as 
Division One Harlow claimed 
their second Premier Division 
scalp in this season’s Dukes T20 
League Cup.
